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REPORT OF RECREATION COMMISSION 


The summer recreation program was very capably super- 
vised this year by Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence Cross and this pro- 
gram, as in years past, was quite successful. The commission 
feels that we were very fortunate in being able to employ 
Mr. and Mrs. Cross because of their qualifications, especially 
in regard to Mr. Cross’ experience as a qualified swimming 
instructor and life guard. 


The baseball field was kept mowed this year and the 
Commission found it necessary to purchase a new mower, 
the old one being completely worn out. We were, however, 
extremely fortunate in that we were able to get a trade-in 
value of $25.00 on the old machine toward purchase of the 
new one. The field is used quite extensively throughout the 
year, the high school using it in the spring for baseball and 
in the fall for soccer, and the Little League using it through- 
out the summer. The black top is flooded for skating in the 
winter. 


The Halloween parade and entertainment was well at- 
tended again and we feel it was a good success, considering 
that it was not possible to have the floats sponsored by the 
individual classes as in the past, due to the fact that insur- 
ance was not available for accidental injury coverage during 
the parade. We hope, however, to find some such coverage 
for the trucks involved in an effort to again have these floats. 
A party was given for children of pre-school age under the 
supervision of Mrs. Audrey Harris and a party with movies 
was provided for the younger school children at the Town 
Hall. A record hop and refreshments, under the supervision 
otf Mr. and Mrs. George Hamilton, was held at the school 
gym for the junior and senior high students after the pro- 
gram at the Town Hall. 


The program again helped with the Red Cross swimming 
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instruction which was held at Sunset Beach, Harrisville and 
the Commission sincerely hopes that in the foreseeable future 
this swimming program will be available in our own town 
through the use of our own swimming pool or beach. 


The Commission is continuing with its long range program 
in a hopeful effort to have the entire summer playground pro- 
gram at the athletic field. This was the reasoning behind the 
planting of trees and the installation of the black-top for a 
tennis-basketball court combination. One more state require- 
ment must be satisfied and this, of course, is the installation 
of toilet facilities.

We have borrowed over 75 books for special exhibits from 
the State Library. We have handled 102 special requests from 
our patrons to the State Library. We have borrowed eight films 
from the State Film Library for Story Time use. Three adult 
films were borrowed. A set of bird slides and two records of 
bird calls were borrowed from the Audubon Society also. The 
films and slides were accompanied by a display of books on 
the subject. The librarian used this program to illustrate one of 
the services described in her talk on ‘‘Library Services.”’

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There were 90 new books purchased this year. Mrs. Alice 
Knight gave the book ‘‘The Story of Mount Washington,’’ by 
Allen Burt, which has been placed on the Memory Shelf, in 
memory of her father. 


The Shieling Group of which we are a member has pur- 
chased over 90 non-fiction books. These books have been on our 
shelves throughout the year. This collection of books is a great 
asset to our collection. It has been a valuable experience for me 
to meet with the other towns and help select these books. The 
Shieling Grants were made by the State Library with the 
hope that the groups might see the advantages of buying books 
for our individual libraries in the same manner. We hesitated to 
adopt this plan because of the bookkeeping involved, however, 
when the State Library offered to assume this burden and 
further explained we would be entitled to the 36% discount 
which they received, there was no doubt in our minds but what 
this was the only way to purchase books. 


We wish to thank those patrons who have so generously 
given books to our library through the year. 


The State Library gave books as door prizes at the fall 
and spring regional neighborhood meetings. Each library rep- 
resented received a book. Selection was made from the books 
on display. Our selection was: ‘‘International Cyclopedia of 
Musie and Musicians’’ which sells for $20.00 and _ Lillian 
Smith’s, ‘The Unreluctant Years,’’ which is a critical approach 
to children’s literature. This book sells for $4.50. 


There has been a great deal of local interest shown in our 
library. The success of the National Library Week programs 
is proof for this statement. A former resident of our town, Mr. 
Wilfred L. Morin, Library Extension Specialist, Library Serv- 
ices Branch, U.S. Office of Education, Washington, D.C. has 
shown his interest by writing an article reviewing our 1959 
N.L.W. program and expressing his cherished memories; the 
visits to our library and the opportunity to browse through our 
collection of the great classics. Mr. Morin goes on to say, 
‘“These older titles triggered my insight with a world I love 
and have made my life work. There were books to open many 
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doors and for that I shall be eternally grateful.’’ His article 
was printed in the NORTH COUNTRY LIBRARIES, a maga- 
zine for N.H. and Vermont libraries and trustees. However, 
National Library Week Headquarters in New York considered 
it excellent promotional material so they requested 75 copies 
which were sent to many states throughout the country. We 
are indeed proud to have been given recognition by Mr. Morin 
and we are deeply appreciative of the national publicity his 
article has given our library.

Annual Report of the Town Nurse, 1960 

To date there has been a total of 514 calls made. This is 
quite a change from the last few years! 

Of these calls 386 were at $1.00, 26 were at partial pay, 34 
were at 50e and 68 were free calls. A total of $439 was collected. 
$152 remains uncollected. 

At school 297 physicals were completed with the school 
physician. Defects seen were as follows: 


Dental caries—71 Heart murmers—-3 
Excess wax in ears—16 Asthma—1 
Enlarged tonsils—20 Retracted ear drums—2 


Mouth breathers——4 

The nurse has completed eye examinations and taken 
heights and weights on 382 children. There are 142 with defec- 
tive vision in school. This figure includes those already wearing 
olasses. New notices were sent to 49 cases. 

Ear examination will be carried on as soon as a testing 
machine is available. 

Minor first aid was administered to 77 students, 8 were 
transported home after becoming ill at school or having been 
injured while at school. 

One case of Scarlet Fever has been reported to the nurse 
this year. No other contacts were reported. 

Outer footwear (rubbers or overshoes) were found for 3 
children. Several pairs of mittens and a warm jacket have also 
found new homes at school. These items are always welcome 
to have at school in case a need is seen by a teacher or the 
nurse. If you have good, outgrown shoes, overshoes, mittens, 
warm coats or jackets, please keep us in mind. You ean contact 
the nurse or leave items at the nurses’ room at school, or at her 
home.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT TO 
THE MARLBORO SCHOOL DISTRICT 


It is a pleasure to submit to you my second annual report. 

The growth in public school enrollments have reached 
near fantastic figures when compared with early predictions 
following World War II. The ‘‘leveling off’’ forecast proved 
very inaccurate, therefore, construction and expansion must 
take place if we are to maintain our present educational pro- 
gram. School enrollment predictions are a difficult venture as 
the variables are many; but most important, realizing that the 
best In education is ‘none too good’ for our future citizens of 
tomorrow, we must conscientiously work together to provide 
adequate classrooms and instruction for all boys and girls if 
we intend to remain free citizens under our democratic form 
of Government. 

The role of education grows in its importance to the pre- 
servation of freedom and the maintenance of our democratic 
institutions. At the same time, throughout the nation, we are 
confronted with many problems which bear on education and 
must be solved. To do less is to invite disaster. The challenge 
belongs to every citizen, it cannot be shrugged off. Every cit- 
izen needs to understand the pressures which are being exerted 
on school systems everywhere. Most of these pressures revolve 
around the need for adequate financing, adequate school facil- 
ities, additional school construction, adequate supply of good 
teachers and equal educational opportunities for ALL youth. 

From the Engelhardt study recently concluded, I am of 
the opinion that his results are educationally and financially 
sound. It is only financially possible to offer the great diversity 
of curriculum and the depth of instruction that our young 
people must have today to hold their own with other students 
in New Hampshire when the smaller communities reorganize 
to develop larger educational units.

SCHOOL CENSUS 
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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF 
MARLBORO SCHOOLS 


To Paul L. Clark, Superintendent of Schools 
Marlboro, New Hampshire 


I am submitting my annual report giving certain pertinent 
information which I think will be of interest to our citizens. 
These reports seem to be more meaningful if they are as up- 
to-date as possible so this one covers the period of one year 
since my last report and does not coincide with fiscal year 
reports as most school business does. 


Population of the Schools 


As this report is written, the total membership of grades 
1-12 is 386. This is an increase of 8 pupils over the enrollment 
of one year ago. The table which follows gives a comparison 
of our enrollment at the start of school in September 1960 with 
that of September 1959. By studying the enrollments of the 
elementary grades, it will be seen that in a few years our 
present grades 7-12 will require additional space. I shall men- 
tion this later.

From these figures, it can be seen that since September 
our enrollment has decreased by six pupils. This is, of course, 
not unexpected as we get a certain amount of fluctuation as 
families move in and out of town. Of the above number, 45 
are tuition pupils from Harrisville, Dublin and Roxbury. 


Personnel 


All of our elementary staff returned in September. An 
additional teacher was hired, however, to provide better in- 
struction by reducing the teacher load in the lower grades. 
Mrs. Freda Hastings, who had been teaching grade 6 was given 
a combination room with second and third grade pupils and 
Richard Joy, a 1960 graduate of Keene Teachers College, 
took over her duties. Mr. Joy has been very helpful in or- 
ganizing playground activity and in assisting with discipline 
and pupil safety. Mrs. Pearl Care replaced Mrs. Hester Un- 
derhill as special teacher in natural sciences. 


Miss Barbara Rousseau, a 1960 graduate of Plymouth 
Teachers College, is teaching commercial subjects, replacing 
Mrs. Blakeslee who moved from town and Lewis Major is teach- 
ing part of the program formerly taught by Fred Norris who is 
now teaching in the Air Foree. Miss Labrie returned from 
her year abroad and resumed her duties in the English depart- 
ment. Mrs. Elizabeth Richards, a former Marlboro teacher, 
was hired as the additional teacher authorized at the last dis- 
trict meeting. All members of both staffs are doing a con- 
scientious job and are dedicated to the welfare of the pupils. 
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I personally feel that we are fortunate to retain a staff of 
the quality we have. There have been no changes in cus- 
todial staff or lunchroom personnel. 


Educational Program 


The pressures from all sides upon today’s high schools 
steadily increase. Post secondary schools are asking for our 
graduates to have done better quality work in greater quan- 
tities than ever before and prospective employers set rigid 
standards to be met by young people considering entering 
apprentice training or just looking for work. Even the 
various branches of the Armed Forees have raised the require- 
ments for those they will accept. Standards set for accredita- 
tion of schools are being raised periodically. 


All of the above factors call for greater performance by 
students and staff. In some eases our school has been accused 
of being too demanding but it seems to be the only way to 
meet the challenge we are facing. It is not right to permit able 
young people to graduate with less knowledge than they could 
have acquired. We have attempted to do a better job by 
using more ability grouping and by increasing the number of 
offerings and the frequency of them. All of the subject mat- 
ter areas have been adjusted to greater or less extent. This has 
caused the demand for more teachers and they, with rising 
costs of supplies and equipment, cause budget increases. This 
trend will continue if we meet our obligations. 


Accreditation 


Our school is rated as a Comprehensive High School by 
the New Hampshire State Department of Education and is 
aceredited by the New England Association of College and 
Secondary Schools. We hope to be able to maintain our status 
in both situations. New Hampshire standards are being stu- 
died this year and some upward revision will probably be in 
effeet by September. From what little I have learned of the 
study, we will probably still meet comprehensive standards 
without too much change. 
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Plant and Facilities 


I will not spend much time on this topic except to note 
that our plants are being maintained in good condition and 
the new building is extensively used by our groups. We have 
added quite a bit of equipment in the areas of Science, Mathe- 
matics and Foreign Language by use of matching funds under 
the terms of the National Defense Education Act and I hope 
our citizens continue to support this program. The Parent- 
Teacher Association donated a public address system for the 
auditorium and assisted in bringing cable TV to the ele- 
mentary building. Several elementary grades regularly use 
the programs of Channel 11. 


Plea to Parents 


The responsibility for getting our students ready for what 
they face after graduation must be shared by the parents. The 
need for work of the best quality possible is apparent. This 
quality can only result from regular and punctual attendance, 
good preparation and healthy children who get sufficient rest. 
The part to be played by parents is self evident. Do not 
handicap your children by permitting them to form poor 
habits or by failing to do your part in keeping them in top 
physical and mental condition! 


Alumni 


We are seeing graduates of our school go to advanced 
training schools and for the most part they bring credit to 
themselves and to us. Our young people are widely distrib- 
uted and have some very fine positions. Approximately half 
of each class takes advantage of higher education. Several of 
those attending schools have received assistance from the 
Pease, Davis and Tarbox educational funds. 


Enrichment Program 


Several of our able students are taking advantage of the 
opportunity to get a look at college work by attending courses 
offered at K.T.C. on Saturday morning. Since the last re- 
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port, we have operated four such courses and expect to have 
two more during this semester. This program is sponsored in 
cooperation with Troy. I hope that the district will continue to 
make funds available for it. 


Grades 1-6 


At this time we have eight full-time teachers working 
with grades 1-6. There are two first grades with a total of 44 
pupils, a second grade with 28 pupils, a combination second 
and third grade with 23 pupils and a third grade of 24 pupils. 
Each of the other three grades is taught as a unit. This build- 
ing will not house any more groups so there may be times 
when some of the groups are larger than desirable. 


The Joplin reading plan is working well as indicated by 
test results. Study may soon be given to grouping elemen- 
tary pupils in some other areas. In this way pupils are en- 
abled to move at the speed at which they are capable. 


The teachers in grades three through six are using the 
television set to pick up the programs that are broadcast on 
Channels 2 and 11. Some of these are especially good. Recep- 
tion is very satisfactory since the installation of the cable. 


Members of the sixth grade participated in a week of 
outdoor education last May at Camp Union. This continues to 
be a worthwhile experience and our present class is scheduled 
for a week at camp later this year. 


Looking Ahead 


The future of Marlboro’s schools came in for considerable 
debate and discussion during the past summer and fall. The 
vote indicated that the citizens preferred to continue to main- 
tain their own high school. The vote not to join the coopera- 
tive district did not solve all the problems as I am sure peo- 
ple realize. The new building is now nearly full and we 
are getting ninety-six per cent utilization of space as com- 
pared to a national average of eighty-four per cent. Probably 
the worst single feature at present is the need for pupils to 
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study in the rooms where classes are being conducted. This 
happens every period in the day. 


During the next two or three years indications are that 
the number of seventh graders to be admitted each fall will 
be greater than the number of seniors that were graduated 
in June. This increase of members will make it impossible to 
open school in September 1964 and offer our same program in 
the present space unless we go to a two shift plan. Our mini- 
mum needs will be another Science laboratory, a combination 
language laboratory and classroom, a study hall, a larger 
library and some storage space. This problem should be ecare- 
fully studied and approached with open minds. 


Conclusion 


I have worked in these schools for a long time and have 
seen many groups graduate and go in different directions. 
Several changes have occurred in our system during these 
years. More must occur as time passes if we are to keep pace 
with the demands made upon young people. Our citizens have 
supported the changes that have been requested and can well 
be proud of their efforts. I have faith that they will continue 
to provide a good education. We have a good staff, many 
members of which have been in the system a long time. I 
know that you can count upon their continued loyalty in our 
educational efforts.

SCHOOL DISTRICT 
March 2, 1960 


Meeting called to order at 3:00 P.M., March 2, 1960 by 
Moderator Ralph A. Pierce and warrant read. The election 
officials were qualified. The moderator declared the meeting 
open under Article 1 calling for the election of a moderator, 
a clerk, a member of the school board for three years, a treas- 
urer, and an auditor under the Non-partisan Ballot System. 


The meeting was further called to order at 8:00 P.M., 
March 2, 1960 by the moderator to act upon the following 
subjects. After reading the warrant, the moderator called 
upon Mrs. Alice Hildreth who introduced Superintendent of 
Schools Paul Clark. The Moderator then gave the voters 
present the opportunity to ask questions in regard to the co- 
operative school and the proposed study relating to it. The 
moderator then ruled that there would be no further discus- 
sion of a cooperative schoo] during the meeting. 


Article 2. Voted favorably on the motion of Alice R. 
Hildreth that we accept the salaries as printed in the budget. 


Article 38. Voted favorably on the motion of Charles 
B. Knight that the reports of agents, auditors and committees 
be aecepted as printed with the provision that the meeting has 
the opportunity to change this in any future article. 


Article 4. Voted favorably on the motion of Alfred W. 
Thomas that we pass over this article. This was objected to 
by Charles B. Knight on the grounds that the article called 
for election of an auditor which was also embraced under 
Article 1. Voted favorably on the motion of Charles B. Knight 
that we refer this article to Article 1. 


Article 5. A motion of Alice R. Hildreth that the 
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school district raise and appropriate the sum of $154,312.41 
for the support of schools, for the salaries of school district 
officers, auditors and agents, for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the district, and to authorize the application 
against said appropriation of any sums as are estimated to 
be received from the state equalization fund, together with 
other income, the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appropria- 
tion, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town failed 
to receive the necessary support to allow discussion before a 
motion by Hector P. Dionne, and supported by Leshe Knight, 
was made that the budget be voted item by item. Mr. Dionne’s 
motion was lost on a voice vote. Mrs. Hildreth then reintro- 
duced her original motion as stated above and it was passed 
on a voice vote.

Meeting called to order at 1:00 p.m. by Moderator Ralph

meeting open under Article 1, ‘‘To see if the district will vote 
to petition the State Board of Education to become a mem- 
ber of a cooperative school district which may include, in 
addition to this district the following school districts, namely 
Winchester, Swanzey, Richmond, Troy, Fitzwilliam, Harris- 
ville, Roxbury, and Chesterfield.’’ 


A motion was introduced by Mr. Roland A. Whitney as 
follows, ‘‘I move the adoption of the following resolution: 
Resolved that the Marlboro School District petition the State 
Board of Education to become a member of a cooperative 
school district which may include, in addition to this district 
the following school districts, namely, Winchester, Swanzey, 
Richmond, Troy, Fitzwilliam, Harrisville, Roxbury, and Ches- 
terfield.’’ The motion was seconded by Mr. Hector Dionne. 


An objection was raised to the motion by Mr. Geoffrey 
Frechette and a legal opinion was called for by the moderator 
from Mr. Homer Bradley, counsel. Mr. Bradley stated that 
the law required that a motion be placed on the floor before 
a vote could be taken on the article. A standing vote was 
taken showing forty-eight in favor of allowing the motion to 
be introduced and one opposed. 


The moderator then called for the voters to come for- 
ward and prepare and east their ballots. 


At the hour of 8:00 P.M. the polls were closed, the bal- 
lots were examined and counted by the moderator in the 
presence of the district clerk and other election officials.

A motion was then introduced by Mrs. Alice Knight and 
seconded that the district reconsider the question within six 
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months as the law specifies, at a special school district meet- 
ing to be held in this high school at 8 P.M. on the evening of 
April 27, 1961. The moderator called for a voice vote and 
the motion failed to carry. 


The moderator then declared that Article 1 having failed 
to pass, that no action could be taken on Article 2 and that 
the meeting was adjourned at 8:35 P.M.

YOU, whether YOU be a farmer, homemaker, business or pro- 
fessional man or woman, municipal, state or federal official, clerk or 
woodsman can play an important part in the continuing and vital 
prevention program. 


First — by setting a good example YOURSELF — being sensible 
and complying with the necessary laws and regulations governing 
the use of fire in and near woodlands. 


Second — by using YOUR individual influence in your commu- 
nity and valued council with others in insisting and encouraging them 
to do likewise.
